REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
ODESGHOOIES 


To the School Board of Chester: 


It is neither necessary nor desirable for me to make a long 
report. There are three administrative questions which should 
be asked and frankly answered: (1) How much ought it to 
cost annually to run Chester’s three schools? (2) What in- 
come has the School District aside from the annual tax levy? 
(3) How much ought this tax levy to be? 


The answer to the first question is, from $7,000 to $7,500. 
Budget makers generally add about five per cent for safety. 
My own opinion is that $7000 should be the aim and $7,250 
the maximum of actual expenditures for the school year end- 


ing June 30, 1936. 


The second question is quite easily answered. Chester now 
gets about $600 of income not raised by taxation. 


The third question involves simple subtraction and shows 
that, under normal conditions, a tax levy of about $6,500 
should be enough. 


So much for finances. 


On the professional side of school administration there are 
two vital question: (1) Can the present standard of pupil ac- 
complishment be maintained on the money above suggested ? 
The answer to this is: Yes—not only is this true but there can 
and should be the natural increase in efficiency which is ex- 
pected of all schools. 


(2) The second and last question is: Would an increased 
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expenditure of $500 or even $1,000 accomplish’ much in the 
way of improved school facilities? My belief is that it would 
not because any substantial advance in your schools absolutely 
demands additional schoolrooms, increased equipment and an 
additional teacher. 


Under these circumstances I should not advise increased 
expenditures for the coming year. I should, however, advise 
very serious consideration of new school facilities and addi- 
tional courses in cooking and sewing for girls and manual 
training for boys as a matter of development in the near 
future.
